A comparison of the data supplied 
by the Railroad Commission of Indi­ 
ana in the current quarterly accident 
bulletin, which will be issued in a 
few days, shows in the language of 
the bulletin “a frightful increase in 
the comparative number of casual­ 
ties” on interurban roads for April, 
May and June of this year and the 
corresponding months of last year. 
The period of last year showed 38 
instances, against 88 for the current 
year, or an increase of 230 per cent. 
Those injured in interurban collisions 
sprang from 7 in 19 08 to 64 in 19 09 , 
an increase of over 9 00 per cent. The 
deaths number 12 fo r 19 09 as against 
none for the like period in 19 08. Oth­ 
er lists results from interurban acci­ 
dents show the increases: Fractures, 
from 2 to 12; sprains, from 3 to 7; 
cuts and bruises from 33 to 43. 
The most serious of these results 
came from two 
wrecks on 
trolley 
lines in the north part of the State, 
one of which was 
the 
Chesterton 
■wreck in -which four 
were 
killed. 
Twelve persons were killed in the two 
disasters. The interurban roads dur­ 
ing the quarter killed two employes 
and injured three. 
The I. & C. has been freer from 
serious accidents than the average 
traction line, notwithstanding that it 
makes better time.

The pressure of the old 
wells is constantly increasing, ac­ 
cording to gas ex perts.

Gas w’ells are now’ drilled by com­ 
panies whenever the occasion seems 
to require and while the 
gas is not 
found as in the old gusher day s it is 
almost 
invariably found in 
pay ing 
quantities.

twenty -pound 
well 
pressure is not unusual. 
Local gas 
companies sell gas by meter at the 
rate of 50 cents a thousand and one 
of the principal companies gives a 
discount of 10 per cent on bills paid 
before the tenth of each month. The 
projected manufacture of 
artificial 
gas to replace natural gas has been 
abandoned for the present because 
the latter is now sufficient again for 
all domestic purposes.
